He Will Be Brought to Los 
Angeles To-Day. 


THE 
TOTAL 
DEFALCATIONS. 


An Answer to the Charges Made 
in the -‘Times” Regarding 
the Affair. 


Rudolph F. Kirete, the defaulting as­ 
sistant ticket agent of the Santa Fe, is in 
the hands of the law,|and will be brought 
to this city this morning on the 1 : 1 0 p . 
m. train ovei the Santa Fe. 
It appears 
that after Kirste jumped Los Angeles in 
the manner already described in the 
H e r a ld , he went South and made a halt 
among his many friends in San Diego. 
Now, as luck would 
have 
it, 
Mr. 
H . 
B. 
Wilkins, 
general 
freight 
and passenger agentof thecompany.went 
to the southern seaport on Monday and 
happened to ran across Kirste on the 
streets. 
Of course he had no other alter­ 
native thau to inform the police, and that 
same evening Kirete was arrested by 
officer Miller and taken to jail, from 
which place a telegram was sent to 
Sheriff Kays in this city. As prosecutory 
steps had already been taken by the 
Santa Fe, a deputy armed with a warrant 
for Kirete’s arrest was dispatched from 
here to San Diego and the defaulter will 
be brought back on the morning train 
and taken to the county jail. 
The exact amount of his defalcations 
is not known, nor will it be for about 
three months, as there 
are 
certain 
accounts that cannot be turned over to 
the 
auditor 
within 
that 
time, 
bat so far the investigations 
show 
$1,029 
are 
missiDg. 
The 
offi­ 
cials 
of the company can scarcely 
realize yet that Kirste could be capable 
of such a thing, for his antecedents were 
singularly good, as is evidenced by the 
fact that the Bond and Indemnity Com­ 
pany went bis security, and it is well 
known that they would not commit 
themselves unless they were thoroughly 
satisfied that the person whom they 
guaranteed was all right. 


T H E TIM ES* C H A R G E A N S W E R E D . 
The Timet yesterday morning in its 
account of the affair, stated that it was 
in possession of all the facts on Sunday 
but did not publish them because a 
written paper signed by the editors of 
the morning papers was in existence in 
which they guaranteed to keep the af­ 
fair quiet. The item concluded, “Not­ 
withstanding its written guarantee the 
H erald yesterday morning published 
the full story which accounts for its 
scoop on its contemporaries.2’ 
The Timet' charge is false, and the 
facts are as follows: On Sunday morn­ 
ing a H erald man became acquainted 
with Kirste’s trouble, and proceeded to 
work it up for all it was worth. 
When 
he had the facts at his fingers’ ends he 
met a prominent Santa Fe official and 
informed him that although an effort was 
being made to keep the affair quiet, the 
H erald was in possession of all the par­ 
ticulars. The railroad man asked that 
the case be not published, on account of 
Kirste’s 
family, 
and 
the 
reporter 
said 
that 
so 
far 
as 
he 
was 
concerned he had no authority to sup­ 
press the news and could only refer the 
pleader to the proprietors of the paper. 
As a result the Santa Fe official accom­ 
panied by the agent of one of the trans­ 
continental roads called at the H erald 
office a few moments later and saw Mr. 
Lynch. They explained to him the cir- 
cnmstances of the case and asked that 
all publication be suppressed unless the 
matter got into the courts of justice, 
thereupon Mr, Lynch assented to such 
"ín Arráfigetttent, stating that he would 
always cheerfully keep such an Item out 
of the H erald rather than unnecessarily 
injure a man’s family, insisting however 
that a written guarantee be obtained 
from the editors of the other papers that 
they would do likewise. The Santa Fe 
man stated tbat none of the other papers 
knew anything of the affair, but Mr. 
Lynch insisted on an agreement being 
drawn up such as he had stated, and the 
document was accordingly prepared. Mr.

it, 
at 
the 
same 
time 
stating 
that 
unless 
the 
others 
agreed, 
he 
wonld 
consider 
himself released from the 
compact, 
and the railroad men promised him npon 
honor that they would notify him accord­ 
ingly. 
From the H erald office they 
went to the Tribune and saw Col. East­ 
man, who said that he knew nothing of 
the affair but would readily affix his sig­ 
nature. From the Tribune the railroad 
men proceeded to the Timet office, and 
the following is the statement of the 
Santa Fe official as to what occurred 
there:

went 
upstairs 
to 
the 
editorial 
rooms 
and found Colonel 
Otis 
sitting 
at 
his 
desk. 
I 
introduced myself by presenting my card 
and informed him that my mission was 
to save from ruin the family of a Santa 
Fe man who had disgraced himself. 
Colonel Otis asked me what the affair 
was and I said that one of our men was 
a defaulter and we wished to suppress it, 
as the company wob willing not to prose­ 
cute. I then showed him the document 
in which it wai stipulated that the mat­ 
ter would not be published, and asked 
him to Bign it. 
‘No, Sir,’ replied Colonel Otis, ‘I will 
not. I will not suppress news of any de­ 
scription.’ 
“ He then asked me for particulars of 
the business and I declined to give them 
to him, telling him he did not know any­ 
thing about it anyhow.” 
“ Are yon trying to muzzle the press ?” 
thundered Colonel Otis. 
“ No,’ I replied, ‘there is no attempt to 
do so. Tne H erald is the only paper in 
possession of the facts of the case, and if 
they are willing to suppress the item I 
think 
yon 
should, 
considering 
Írou 
don’t 
know 
anything 
about 
t.’ 
Colonel 
O ís asked if 
I 
was 
attempting 
to 
show 
him 
how to 
rmi the paper and said that he knew 
everything be ought to do, whereupon I 
told him that there was one thing he had 
evidemly forgotten or never knew, and 
that was how to treat a gentleman with 
common civility. On leaving the Timet 
office I felt it my duty to inform the 
H erald that they were at libsity to pub­ 
lish the item on account of the refusal 
of all the papers to sign Mr. Lynch’s 
compact, ho I looked for the H erald re­ 
porter, and as I conld not find him, left a 
note 
on his desk, telling him that 
owing to what had occurred he was 
at liberty to write up the item. 
I then 
called at the Tribune office to see Col. 
Eaetman, but he was not in, and as his 
paper did not know of the affair any 
more than did the Timet, I did not feel 
it incumbent on me to inform his local 
force.” 
The above statement was taken down 
by a H e ra ld scribe yesterday afternoon, 
the Santa Fe man saying that he would 
prefer to not have his name published, 
but he will willingly give it if it is in­ 
sisted npon. 
The railroad men who know the facts 


of the case were much incensed with the 
Timet article, and said that that paper 
had attempted to prove the H e ra ld dis­ 
honorable in tBe matter, whereas they 
were all grateful to the Democratic paper 
for its action in the matter. They spoke 
of Colonel Otis’conduct in very strong 
language and requested that the matter 
be aired. 


STAMPED ENVELOPES. 


An In terview W lili T h eir M anu­ 
factu rer—A B ig Business. 
“A. J. Wickham, United States Stamp 
Envelope Factory, Hartfoid, CL,” was 
what a H erald man read on the register 
of the Hoffman House yesterday after­ 
noon, and on requesting to see the gen­ 
tleman so described was ushered to one 
of the cosy drawing rooms on the first 
floor. 
Mr. Wickham smiled when the 
reporter stated that he was in sea rch of 
an item, and said that about the only 
thing he could give was a few figures. 
I do not know whether you are aware 
that I am the inventor and patentee of the 
machine by which all stamped envelopes 
are made,” said Mr. Wickliam. 
“ My 
invention was first brought into public 
notice some fifteen years ago, and twelve 
months later the Government had con­ 
tracted with me to make its envelopes for 
the next four years, since which time 
new contracts have been entered into and 
I have now two years more to run on the 
last one. The works at Hartford,of which 
I am superintendent, employ between 600 
and 600 girls and contain sixty of my 
patented machines, each of which is 
capable of turning out 42,000 envelopes 
a day. Each machine takes the blank 
papers, gums, prints, stamps, folds and 
counts them, leaving nothing to be done 
but simply to place bands around the 
wrappers before they are sent out. 
At 
the present time we are making 1,700,­ 
000 a day, and at our works there is sta­ 
tioned a Government agent who has ten 
clerks in his employ. 
He receives his 
orders from the general postoffice at 
Washington as to where the envelopes 
are to go, and after they leave our works 
they are dispatched directly to their dea 
tinations. In addition to the Government 
business we have a large trade depart­ 
ment, and from this we send out 1,500,­ 
000 envelopes daily, so you can see that 
our business is a pretty big one.” 
“Is your visit to Los Angeles in any 
way official?” asked the scribe. 
“No,” was the reply. 
“ I am simply 
here to recuperate.

It will not 
be surprising if such should prove to be 
the case. The same States that are so 
much interested in the production of 
tobacco are also largely interested in the 
distillation of spirits. The same farmers 
who raise the leaf that goes into “ fine- 
cut1' and “maduros" produce the 
corn 
which 
is 
converted 
into 
bourbon and the other grades of whiS' 
key. It is not then at all unlikely that 
“ boose," as well as the “ weed," will be 
relieved of part of the tax now imposed 
on it. There are more than one or two 
reflections to be made on this subject 
One is that remission of the tax will not 
greatly benefit the farmers. Corn and 
natural leaf will not feel the benefit 
seemingly to be derived from low taxes. 
Nor will the consumer pay much less for 
his tipple or for his puff than he does 
now. The middlemen and manufacturers 
will declare a dividend equal to the 
amount of tax remitted. Another re­ 
flection is that in these propoeed mea 
sures our Solons are running counter to 
what 
has 
seemed 
so 
wise 
to all the civilized 
nations 
of 
our time. 
It has come to be 
accepted as an axiom that luxuries, in 
indulgences and things generally not 
necessities, should bear the brunt of tax 
ation, while the everyday needs of the 
people, and things of universal consump­ 
tion and prime necessity should be made 
as cheap to the consumer as possible 
But perhaps party politics rather than 
broad statesmanship is to b9 the basis ou 
which this is to be settled. If that be 
the programme, then reasoning 
waste of breath, and the less said the 
better. 


masses have moved as closely packed to­ 
gether as they could be imagined. The 
displays of holiday attractions in the win­ 
dows too, may serve as an index of the 
magnitude of the city and of the wealth 
of its people. Many of the stores set out 
an attractive display of jewelry, bijou­ 
terie, bric-a-brac, articles of vertu, 
knick-knacs, and of useful things which 
would do credit to the streets of New 
York or London. All this is something 
for a town which half a dozen years ago 
was a mere border village built of adobe 
brick, the center of a region known as 
the cow county of California. 


T h e Times, which in all things except 
prurient stories, either copied from flash 
papers published in the East, or imagin­ 
ary narratives of personal filth, which it 
locates in Humboldt, Modoc, or some 
other far away county in the mountains 
of California, is always being scooped, 
had a great whine in its issue of yester­ 
day because the H e r a ld “ scooped" it 
on the Kirste defalcation. It alleges 
bad faith on the part of the H e r a ld in 
the matter. The fact is that this journal, 
through its diligent and always respon­ 
sive reporters, came into possession of 
all the facts of Kirste’B disgrace.

When it came to 
the Times, however, whose editor indulges 
in accusations of bad faith as to the

As the 
Tribune had stipulated reticence without 
knowing anything about it, it said noth­ 
ing. As the H k ra ld knew all about the 
transaction, and was released from all 
obligations of secrecy, it published the 
story which the enterprise of its reporters 
had gleaned. The story told by the 
Times abont the matter is a lie, as usual. 
Elsewhere appears the true narrative of 
the abortive effort to shield a young man

TO THE WATER’S EDGE. 


M o s t delightfully indeed was the great 
Christian holiday passed in the Angeiic 
City. All circumstances combined to 
make it so pass. The day, while not 
quite so sunny as the average even of our 
December days in this delightful climate 
was a charming one. For a few hours 
the sky was somewhat overcast, but dur­ 
ing the earlier hours of the day, and 
again in the afternoon, the weather was 
that of a late April, or early May day in 
the New England or Middle States. The 
range of temperature was about 45 de­ 
grees to C5 degrees for the twenty-four 
hours. For the daylight hours it 
ranged at about 60 to 65 degrees. 
The bills are all green as summer mead­ 
ows are in the East. The grasses are six 
to eight inches high on all the plains, 
and in all the gardens around the city 
the roses, callas, heliotrope, hibiscus 
and other flowers are in the fullness of 
bloom usually associated in people’s 
minds outside of this section with June 
or July. To discuss the more prosaic 
phases of the situation, our people are all 
in a highly prosperous condition. The 
season opens moBt auspiciously for the 
farmers and fruit-growers of our section. 
Rains to the extent of nearly ten inches 
for the eeascn have fallen, which have 
wet 
the 
soil 
to 
its 
lowest 
available depths. 
These precipita­ 
tions have come at such opportune 
intervals that not a drop 
has 
gone to waste. With half as much 
more rain during the next three months, 
and distributed at proper spaces between 
thedownpoura, we should see iu the sum­ 
mer such plethoric harvests as no other 
part of the country will have anything 
to compare with. Again, such markets 
as ours can be found nowhere outside of 
the sunlit semi-tropics. With the usual 
concomitants of such genial sunlight, 
there are not only the traditional turkey 
and cranberry sauce to be had here— 
mostly imported from Wisconsin as the 
original source of the sauce and Kansas as 
the native heath of the grasshopper 
fed turkey—but there wereon the tables 
of all denizens hereabout sweet potatoes, 
fine lettuce, celery and cauliflower, green 
peas, Lima and string beans; and all the 
various varieties of fruits, from the golden 
urange celebrated in fable, down to the 
ordinary apples celebrated too iu tradi­ 
tion as the forbidden fruit,wbich laid the 
foundation for Christmas day. 


The Chamber of Commerce has sent 
out notices to citizens to the effect that 
subscriptions will be solicited to raise 
money to advertise our county through 
out the East.

If we lay back on our oars and do noth­ 
ing, the immigration will all pass our 
doors.

attractions. In addition to this they 
have a tine display of productions on 
wheels, which 
they are exhibit­ 
ing in every 
western town. 
It 
accompanied by lecturers, who 
are extolling the northern counties and 
spreading special literature broadcast. 
Tnat is the way to induce settlers. But it 
costs money, and a good deal of it. We 
should not permit ourselves to lag in the 
good work, or we will get left. Every 
dollar spent by our 
people 
to 
keep 
abreast 
of Northern 
Cali­ 
fornia in its present effort to induce 
immigration wii. be returned to us a 
thousand fold. Every business man who 
complains of stagnation has the key in 
bis own hands to restore a boom of pros­ 
perity to our city and county. Let him 
put forth a little leaven of money that 
will swell into a great return of trade. So 
with the men who have lots 
sell or land to dispose of. Let 
them subscribe liberally 
to 
the 
Chamber of Commerce, and in a few 
months there will be a glut of buyers in 
the market. The newspapers are now 
doing about all the really effective mis­ 
sionary work that is being done for this 
section. They have done a great deal 
more than their business would justify 
and will, of course, continue the work 
to the extent of their ability and 
resources. But they should not be 
expected to bear the entire brunt of the 
work, and now that an intelligent and 
wide-awake representative body is ready 
to extend the field of usefulness and cover 
it if the people will place the necessary 
means at their disposal, everybody should 
be ready and willing to support the move­ 
ment with coin. 
Tiie condition of Negro alley and that 
portion of Chinatown back of the Plaza is 
simply disgraceful. It is now nearly a 
year since the demolition of the old adobe 
Coronel block was commenced. That has 
been removed, but the street through 
from Los Angeles street to the Plaza can­ 
not be said to have been ever opened 
There are fragments of walls remaining 
where the thoroughfare should go, and 
the old street that is left is in a worse 
condition than it ever was before. The 
opening of Los Angeles street to the 
Plaza haB been a subject of discussion 
for fifteen years and over. The question 
has been in the courts a number of times 
and it has been presented in all sorts of 
shapes. About a year ago we 
thought that all points had been 
settled, and that the matter would 
be brought to a successful conclusion. 
But it seems that there were still obsta­ 
cles to overcome, and these are yet in the 
way. The whole quarter is a disgrace 
to the city, and made more apparent by 
the contrast of the Plaza itself, which is 
charmingly laid out and embellished with 
flowers und shrubs.

A Mississippi River Steamer 
Burned. 


IT CAUGHT IN THE COTTON. 


Terrible Scenes of Snfferinir in the 
Flames and W ater. With Great 
loss of life. 


I Associated Press Disnatches to the Herald. I 
N ew O r le a n s , December 25.—The 
steamboat John H. Hanna, from the 
Ouachita river with a large number of 
passengers, was burned last night at 
Plaquemine, Louisiana. 
It is stated 
that of the 100 passengers aboard only 
fourteen are known to be saved. 
The John H. Hanna was built in Mad­ 
ison, Indiana, in 1876, and hailed from 
Louisville, Ky. She was of 377 tonnage 
and was owned by the Ouachita River 
Consolidated Line. 
She was valued 
at $18,000 and was insured for $12,000 
in local and foreign compauies. Capt. 
J. W. Blanks, President of the com­ 
pany, says that the latest advices he lias 
are to the effect that the steamboat left 
Monroe,' La., on Sunday morning at 0 
o’clock with 1,900 bales of cotton. The 
Captain estimated that additional cotton 
had been picked up on the way down to 
make the number of bales 2,500. 
Upon 
being questioned as to the number of 
passengers on the Hanna, Capt. Blanks 
thought it was small, as there was little 
travel in this section at present. 
PARTICULARS IN DETAIL. 
A special from Plaquemine to the 
States says : The burning of the steamer 
John H. Hanna last night near this place 
is one of the most terrible river disasters 
that ever happened iu Southern waters. 
The loss is very heavy. About thirty 
persons perished in the flames and a 
large number jumped overboard and 
were drowned. Among the lost are Cap­ 
tain James S. Holmes, and first 
clerk, Jamuel R. Powell. Their bodies 
have been recovered. Capt.Holmes’ body 
was terribly burned. One of the deck­ 
hands who escaped says there were 
about 100 persons on board, and that 
only about a dozen could be found alive 
The engineer and pilot were saved. All 
who escaped were burned more or less 
severely. She had reached a point a 
short distance above town, when a Negro 
roustabout near the boiler-room ran out 
on deck and 
SHOUTED THAT THE BOAT WA8 A FIRE. 
John Cullen, stoker, was at his place 
at the time and seeing the flames burst­ 
ing forth from the big tiers of cotton 
near the boiler ran to the engine room 
and gave the alarm. Engineer Merri- 
man took in the situation at a glance 
and at once sounded alarm by blowing 
the steam whistle and ringing the bells. 
In an instant the flames shot through 
the cabin and over the Bides of the cotton 
enveloping the entire boat in fire. Clerk 
Powell was upstairs at the time and when 
he saw the flames he heroically ran 
through the smcke which filled the cabin 
and tried to arouse the sleeping people. 
He kicked at the doors and in a short 
time almost ever}’body was awake. 
THEN CONFUSION WORSE CONFOUNDED 
Appeared and the frantic people ran to 
the different exits to make their escape. 
But the boat was piled high with cotton 
and the passage ways were filled with 
smoke. Many dropped before they were 
able to get to the forward part of the 
boat and were dead when the steamer 
went down. As soon as the fire was dis­ 
covered Engineer Merriman set the 
steamer pumps working and tried 
to battle with the flames, but the 
Are swept through the boat like the 
blaze on a prairie and the eDgine room 
was soon in flames. Then to add to the 
consternation a steam pipe burst and 
filled the place with scalding steam. 
The engineer was forced to abandon his 
post and he and the stokers and others 
ran to the sides of the boat and rushed 
through pell-mell to save their lives. As 
soon as the smoke and flames began to 
start up the sides of the boat, Captain 
Jolles, the pilot, swung the wheel around 
and 
HEADED THE BOAT FOR SHORE. 
A full head of steam was on and the 
boat soon ran into the bank. Before she 
did so, however, she was doomed, all 
her timber was furiously burning. When 
the steamer struck the bank she bounded 
away again and swung around drifting 
down etream as she burned. Then 
Captain Jolles jumped over the cotton 
bales and springing into the river swam 
ashore. The eight was a weird one 
viewed from the bank, and the town was 
aroused. Floating cotton, charred tim­ 
bers and other debris filled the river 
and 
MANY PEOPLE WERE 8TR I OGLING DESPER­ 
ATELY 
In the water for their lives. Some of 
them were able to swim ashore, but most 
of them were so badly burned or thor­ 
oughly exhausted that they struggled but 
a few moments and then sank to rise no 
more. As the burning boat struck the 
bank of the river the crew and paseen- 
gers who had been able to reach the for­ 
ward end of the boat sprang ashore, some 
of them with scorched faces and bruised 
limbs and many with scarcely any cov­ 
ering. Among those who managed to 
get off were Captain Holmes and 
Bob Smith, the unfortunate pilot, and an 
ill-fated white, who was a passenger. 
Both men were burned nigh unto death, 
and their story of the manner in which 
•hey suffered is truly heartrending. 
When the Captain jumped ashore he was 
horribly burned, and in his frantic de­ 
sire to be relieved from the pain he was 
suffering, he buried bis sace and hands 
in sjft mud and begged rnudt piteously 
for some one to help him. Smith was 
just behind, and was laid out by the side 
of the dying Captain. Nothing could be 
done for the euffering men, and the two 
died together on tiie river bank. 
PLAÓUEMINE WAS NOT SLUMBERING 
when the fire broke out, and when the 
discovery was made that the Hanna was 
burning almost the entire town flocked 
to the river bank and watched the vessel 
burn. The struggling unfortunates who 
re :ched the shore were taken care 
of, and doctors came to their as­ 
sistance and tried to alleviate their 
sufferings. The City and Central hotels, 
and private houses were thrown open to 
all the ill-fated people, who were fed 
and clothed until morning. The sur­ 
vivors telegraphed accounts of the dis­ 
aster to their homes. No one saw Clerk 
Powell, who displayed much heroism in 
waking up the passengers after he had 
rapped at the doors, and it is quite posi­ 
tive he was burned to death and went 
down with the steamer. No attempt 
was made to save any of tho steamer’s 
books, papers, and everything, together 
with the clothes of the passengers, 
was 
lost. 
The 
boat 
burned 
rapidly after she reached the bank, and 


in a very short time after tiie alarm was 
given she had burned to the water’s 1 
edge. The hull sank and nothing was 
left of the Hanna but a floating timber . 
and burning cotton. 
THE I'RKW OF THE BOAT 
Were J. 8. Holmes, Captain; George 
Powell and James Gordon, clerkB; Lew 
Rawlins and Hemy Jolles, pilots; J. H. 
Handley and J. C. Merriman,engineers;

W. L. Brule, Mayor of the 
city, wus especially kind to the eurvivors.

SOME 
CARELESS 
SMOKER 
THREW 
CIGAHBTTE 
Among the cotton bales and thereby 
caused the disaster. The death of John 
Crafton, a carpenter, was a sad one. He 
was in the upper portion of the boat 
struggling to get near the front end. The 
flames were twisting and sweeping all 
about him. He tried to reach the bow, 
but dropped and burned to death before 
the eyos of scores of people who weie 
unable to tender him any help. The sec­ 
ond baker of the boat said Mr. Powell 
was 
standing 
near 
him 
when 
they both jumped into the water. 
Powell, who could not swim ciimea on 
a floating cotton bale, but two deck 
hands jumped on the bale, turning it 
over ttirowing Powell into the water 
and he disappeared. The beat was 
about fifty yards from the shore when a 
great many people plunged into the 
river and several who reached the bank 
in safety became bogged in the soft mud, 
and so intense was the heat from the 
boat that they were burned to death lie- 
fore they could climb up the steep bank 
to the levees. The fire was eo rapid that 
before the pilot had finished sounding 
three alarm whistles, the entire boat 
from stem] to stern was 
A ROARING MASS OF FLAMES ; 
And the scene that ensued was terrible 
in the extreme. Men yelled and ran 
abont the decks of the burning steamer 
like maniacs, and others screaming at 
the top of their voices, threw themselves 
into the dark waters and were lost to 
sight in the twinkling of an eye. The 
second barkeeper said several persons 
near him struggling in the water, begged 
for help, but he could not render them 
any assistance, because the water 
chilled him 
to 
the 
marrow 
and his clothing clogged his every 
movement. The cabin boy, who was 
assistant of the steward said the crew 
who were in the Texas were aroused 
from their slumbers by the flames which 
roared over them, and were compelled 
to dive headlong from the roof of the 
boat into the river, and many of them 
were burned to death while iu the water. 
This evening the impression prevails 
that the number of lives lost may not 
exceed thirty, although owing to the 
fact that the steamer’s papers are all 
burned, it is difficult to get at the exact 
number of people on board the fated 
boat. 
THE INJURED CARED FOR. 
On the arrival of the train in this city, 
ambulances were at the depot, and all 
the Burvivors of the disaster who were 
suffering from severe burns were at once 
conveyed to the Charity Hospital. 
Steward Carroll says that the last of the 
lady passengers on the boat coining down 
got off at Baton Rouge. He claims that 
the passengers that were aboard at the 
time of the fire were Captain P. C. Mont­ 
gomery, Mr. Harpin, of the Board of 
Underwriters, and a drover and big son. 
They were all saved. 
LATER DETAILS. 
A PtcayunisTlaquemine special places 
the number known to be lost by the 
Hanna disaster as five whites and six­ 
teen colored. 
The names of additional persons saved 
are: Mary Ramsey, Priscilla Wright 
and Millie Tentry, colored paseengers; 
Will Marshall, cabin boy, and Jackson 
and Thomas Garrow, both seriously 
burned. There were on the Hanna 
thirty-three roustabouts, and eleven be­ 
longing to the Josie W. which had been 
laid up at Monroe. Of these thirty-three 
are known to be saved, leaving eleven 
unaccounted for. 
Following are additional names of the 
lost: John Barlow and Jim Blank, col­ 
ored, rousters; Dick Blank, colored, 
mess-room tender; líteplo, John and 
Monroe Diggs, cooks, and a child of 
PriBcilla Wright, colored. 
A Times Democrat special from Plaque­ 
mine gives the iollowing account of the 
death of Captain Holmes; The brave 
Captain met a most awful death. He 
remained at his poet of duty till every 
chance to save the lives of the passen­ 
gers was gone. Then he attempted to 
swim to tho shore, but it happened to be 
boggy, and he was seen to make frantic 
efforts to extricate himself without avail. 
The burning boat was fast nearing him, 
and while he was on his knees in the 
mud he put his hands up to protect his 
face from the intense heat. It was an 
awful moment for those on shore, who 
were making every endeavor to relieve 
him with ski As and with ropes from the 
bank. One man went out to him and 
placed a box between him and the 
flames, to protect him from the increas­ 
ing heat. He said: “Never mind me, 
I’ll be dead in a few minutes anyway." 
They finally freed him from his terrible 
situation by tying a rope around his body 
and dragging him on shore, but too late, 
os he died about half an hour after being 
rescued.

B e rlin , December 25.—The burden of 
Christmas comment of the press and pul­ 
pit reverts to anxieties prevalent at this 
period for the last three years and to 
existing prospects of peace.

A 
crown of laurels was offered to His Ma­ 
jesty, who in accepting it said: “I thank

ou'. These are the first laurels that have 
een offered me. I am happy to think 
they are laurels of peace."

THE CHANCELLOR’S ILLNESS, 
Which lias given rise to alarmist rumors 
in the Progressist press and French news­ 
papers, does not hinder bis work.

ANOTHER PROPOSITION. 


W hat the Pacific Sewerage Com* 
pan» §ayi It W ill Do. 
As stated in the report of the Council 
proceedings yesterday morning, the Pa­ 
cific Sewerage Company subm itted an­ 
other proposition for taking care of the 
sewage of the city. The proposition in 
full was as follows: 
“ Supplemental to the original proposi­ 
tion of the Pacific Sewerage Company to 
your honorable body dated September 
21, 18.88, and upon the conditional ac­ 
ceptance of which you dispatched a com­ 
mittee of your choice to Atlantic City, in 
the State of New Jersey, to inspect and 
report upon the West system of sewerage, 
owned and operated by the said Pacific 
Sewerage Company; and supplemental 
to the unanimous 
affirmative report 
of said committee, as well as supple­ 
mental to an agreement drawn by your 
City Attorney and Sewer Committee in 
harmony with said original proposition 
now on file with your honorable body, 
but never acted upon, we beg to offer the 
following: 
W h e r e a s , Doubts as to the efficacy of 
our system, nothwithstanding the cordial 
and unanimous verdict of seven of your 
best people in iavor thereof, have sprung 
up ,and 
W iie r e a h , Uncertainty and m isunder­ 
standing in regard to its rights and capa­ 
bilities, have developed among some of 
your people; and, 
W a e r e a s, The Pacific Sewerage Com­ 
pany persists in maintaining the virtue of 
its system , to the honor and honestyof its 
conrse, as well as the maintenance of its 
business standing, it craves permission 
to erect at its own cost and expense, at or 
near the present ontfall sewer, on San 
Pedro street, within ninety days,{filtering 
and deodorizing works of sufficient capac­ 
ity to dispose of without offense and in­ 
convenience to health, all the sewage now 
discharged at that point, and as much 
more as your body, in its wise discretion, 
may conduct thither by laterals or other­ 
wise; and if the report of yonr committee 
sent to Atlantic City in regard to the per­ 
fect work of the system is verified by the 
practical operations of our construction 
on San Pedro street, or vicinity, and the 
sewage disposed of in a m anner satisfac­ 
tory to your body, the present contract 
as now existing between your city and 
the said Pacific Sewerage Company shall 
be carried ont with the following modi­ 
fications, to wit: 
1. The Pacific Sewerage Company will 
erect the above mentioned works as 
aforesaid in a workmanlike m anner; 
also, works of a similar nature on the 
southern line of the city at or near Boyle 
H eights; and like works at or near the 
proposed outfall sewer near the race 
track; making three sets of filtering and 
disposing beds or work, instead of one, as 
proposed in the original proposition ;thus 
saving to the city the necessity of build­ 
ing the several costly intercepting sewers 
and avoiding an expense of at least 
$100,000 in that direction,beside the sav­ 
ing of not less than $350,000 in the non­ 
necessity of a sewer to the sea. 
2. The paym ent and the amount there­ 
of in said several plants to remain as in 
the original proposition and contract, to- 
wit, $50,000, excepting that only $25,000 
is to ba paid when the San Pedro street 
works 
are 
finished, 
working 
in 
good order and accepted by your hon­ 
orable body, and when you decide that 
the second get of filtering beds are to be 
erected, locating the same, and when the 
same are finished and working in a m an­ 
ner satisfactory to your body, $15,000 is 
to he paid to the said Pacific Sewerage 
Company, and in like manner the bal­ 
ance of $10.000 is to be paid when the 
third bed is ordered to be built, finished 
and working in an acceptable way, the 
annual paym ent of $10,000 to remain as 
in original contract, unless a franchise of 
fifty years be granted to the said Pacific 
Sewerage Company to receive or to dis­ 
poso of and use for its own purposes all 
the sewerage of your city, whereupon it 
is hereby agreed that the Pacific Sewer­ 
age Company will receive and dispooe of 
all said sewage of your city for fifty years 
for nothing, and without cost to your 
municipality.

It is a well known fact that the 
black scale or any other variety of scale 
once loosened from his hold cannot live.

blown off the folirfge the leaves look as 
if they had been fresh polished.
